By thefe Means, and the Reftraints like- 
wife, by this Bill aid on Merchant-Ships 
being fitted out, not only the greateft Part of 
our foreign Trade might be loft; but alfo, all 
our inland Trade on navigable Rivers, mui 
faffer from the fome Reafons. And, 

In Time of War, I dare fay, no’ Merchant-

Nor would any one of thefe poor EWR EG 1s-

againft us.—This, J confels, is a plivibie 
Conjeéture enough ; and if fuch a Confederacy 
is really in Agitation, nothing could pyfiby 
facilitate it fo much as his Majefty’s Refi- 
dence in Germany this Summer, where he 
may have perfonal Conferences with fome of 
the greateft Potentates, even the Fmpere 
himfelf, and not truft his Affairs intirely tp 
the Care of the de? Miniffers that have been 
lately fent abrosd. 

But if it thould really be true, as the mi- 
nifiertal News-Writers affure us, that we may 
fafely rely upon the Neutrality of Franc; 
and that the will take no Part in the Quar- 
rel between Great Britain and Spain, but juch 
as may be neceflary for reconciling the? sw 
Crowns; that is, mediating between them; 
] fay, were there any Dependence upon this, 
we thould be a good Match for the Sparsards, 
without putting the Nation to half the Ex- 
pence of fuch a Confederacy as 1 have mea- 
tioned. 

There are others again, who fuggef thot
